Must Become United. 

“Ll know of no nation,” said Dr. Rob- 
ertson, “which has become great 
through any means except a knowledge 
of national danger, The people of a 
country toust become united because 
of some imminent common danger to 
Dnild up a great nation. 

“What danger of this kind exists in 
among the people to be combatted. We | 
need some dominating purpose to rouse 
our hearts and I belleve the thing which 
is going to make us great ts the 
helping of our young In body and mind. 
By this means only can we baild up a 
great nation, 

“Christ himself said that “such is 
the kingdom of heaven,"—doing good 
for the sake of the young—not building 


great railways, cathedrals and other 
public works. A man cannot be idle 
and honest at the same time, If he 


be idle he is living off someone else's 
efforts. I think this is our hope and our 
opportunity to build up the finest civil- 
ization of all time, and it is up to us 
to stop puttering about contracts and 
Kuch things and catch up with what 
we have missed in the last ten yearé. 


Cannot Change Nature 

“Traced from Eden down, or from 
the cave up, the occupations of peoples 
have to a great extent determined their 
national character, “ull, in Canada, 
half of our children sever reach the 
highest grade in the public schools 
and 70 per cent, left because the 
schools offe. them nothing they want. 
And they will leave if they don't get 
what they want. The regulations of a 
department of education will not 
change human nature. We must pro- 
vide something attractive for them,” 

Dr. Robertson mentioned as an illus- 
tration of a good education system, 
that of Pittsburg, Mass. where 12% 
hours are devoted weekly to the ordin- 
ary school subjects, seven hours to 
singing and physical culture and 19 
to constructive work. Some people 
talked of constructive education as be- 
too materialistic and lacking in 
fine spiritual qualities, but the 
room with its fine spiritual 
qualities had made the Spanish ins | 
quisition.

Miss Virtue was on the point of be- 
ing thrown into the Serpentine when 
policemen got her out of the hands of 
her tormentors,

From Forest to Thriving Town in 
Less Than One Hundred Days. 


Will Have Population of 1,200 
When Gold Spike is Driven. 


Smithers, B. C., Jan. 15,-- Despite 
the prevailing talk of dull times which 


has been general throughout Canada 
during the past few months Northern 
British Columbia seems not to have 


heard of it. There is no indication that 


the news has. pentrated to this part 
of the province, 
This new division point on the 


Grand Trunk Pacifie Railway has set 
a record in dull times that is far ahead 
of the performances of other youn 
cities in general prosperity, 

From forest to thriving town in less 
than 100 days has been the record of 
Smithers, The frist lots were offered 
for sale in September and since that 
date there has been an average of one 
modern business building or residence 
erected every day. Although born 
under lowerlng financial skies in the 
fag end of 1918, |t has grown with 
surprising vigor, 


In September the new division point 
Wis but a small clearing in the forest 
and a huddle of tents stood on the 
townsite. About thirty “persons made 
up the entire population. © Today. there 
are 126 buildings, while more business 
houses and homes are being erected 
every day and every train brings addi

Work has just been started on a

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LABOR CONDITIONS 
LITTLE IMPROVED IN 
MONTH OF FEBRUARY 


Industrial conditions were quiet dur- 
ing February, The slackening of 
outside work was more noticeable than 
usual, owing to the severity of the 
weather. Ata result there were many 
unemployed throughout the country, 
the localities chiefly affected being 
Montreal, Toronto, and some of the 
western ‘cities, notably Vancouver. 
Little was done on the farms, and the 
fishing industry was generally quiet, 
adverse weather prevailing on the At- 
lantic coast. Good progress was made 
in the lumber industry, The indus- 
try was hampered on Vancouver 
Island by the long continued dispute. 
Manufacturing in some lines was 
more active; the general output, 
however, was smaller than usual. 
Railroad construclion was discon- 
tinued in some sections, but a re- 
vival of f&ctivity is looked for with 
the opening of the 1914 season. 
Transport workers experienced a de- 
cline in activity, the earnings of the 
important railroads falling off as com- 
pared with the previous year. The 
building trades were very quiet, and 
the number of unskilled workers avail- 
able was considerably in excess of the 
demand. There was no marked com- 
mercial activity. Immigration was 
not so heavy as during 1913, 

The department's index number of 
wholesale prices siood at 136.1 for 
February, as compared with 136.5 for 
January and 185.8 for January, 1918. 
The decrease from the proceeding 
month was due to lower prices in dairy 
products (especially eggs), in fish, and 
in animals and meats (chiefly in poul- 
try), although grain and fodders were 
upward,
